The Empsa2ror Receives the French Commissioner with 
Great Meeknocss—The Persecu'ion of the Jews 
in Russia acd Austria—Eartrqueks in 
Batavia— Ober Forsigu News. 


Paris, August 27,—A dispatch to the Figaro 
from Saigon says M. Harmand, French civil 
commissioner, bas gone to Hue at the special 
request of the emperor of Annam, who is de- 
sirous of placing himself and capital under 
French protection, as his position is most in 
secure.

Mr. Conley is a republican 
and he ought to see that this is the infamous 
end despotic tendency of the party to which 
he has belonged so long, and that such a par- 
ty and such a policy is necessarily dangerous 
and dishonest.

THE NEW KiNG OF FRANCE. 

Kings in Franceare ata discount. Henry 
V. isdead,and Philippe VIL. is now the head 
of both the olderand the younger Bourbons. 
The grandfather of the new pretender, Louis 
Philippe, was chosen king of France in 1550, 
although he had not before been in the direct 
line of succession. The eldest ‘son of Louis 
Philippe was the victim of an accident before 
his father was driven out of France. He leit 


children, however, the oldest being the 
Count of Paris, who is now hailed 
by all the Bourbons as the 


rightful king of France. It is needless to 
add that Henry V or Chambord died childless, 
and that he had before his death acknowl- 
edged the grandson of Louis Philippe as the 
head of the royal house of France. There 
was not much competition, we may be sure, 
for the empty honor. 

In the changes that may occur in France 
all the flapdoodles of royalty, now seemingly 
unimportant, may not be without significance. 


For the first time the legitimists and 
Orleanists are united, and one 
set can ne longer be pitted 


by the friends of the republic against the 
other. In times past they have been bitter 
enemies, but now they are united for better 
or for worse. ‘The new head of the house is 
about forty-five years of age—-a man who has 
read much, seen much and whose experience 
extends over both hemispheres. He was a 
captain on General McCilellan’s staff during 
the late war, and his work on the war, pow 
nearly completed, is accepted by many crit- 
ics as something above the customary work 
of princes. 

It is not thought that he will push his 
claims to the throne; but he will coubtless 
awaitan opportunity with a keen eye and a 
clear head. To some extent-he is popular in 
France. He sees some good in the republic. 
Unlike Chambord he is neither impracticable 
nor obstinate. He does not probably care 
whether his flag is white or yellow. He will, 


however, have to contend with the 
fact that he came into the _ kingly 
line, not through ‘‘divine  right,’’ 
but through the revolution of 1850. Among 


the royalists of France this means a great 
deal. Philippe VII. does not represent a legi- 
timate monarchy. He is the grandson of the 
youngest son ofa real Bourbon king, Louis 
XII1., and it may be that he will never be able 
to command the support of those who never 
learn or forget anything—the real royalists 
in prosperous republican France. In the 
meanwhile the schoolmaster is teaching all 
the little Frenchmen to read and write, and 
to believe in republican principles. It looks 
very much after all as if the new king would,

While there is dullness and even weakness, 
yet there is health and ail needful activity, 
if not confidence in all legitimate branches of 
trade. Asa people, we are steadily getting 
rid of the fever of speculation, and are -be- 
coming content with small profits in sound 
business transactions. How much further 
the prevailing liquidation must be carried in 


order to remove all the debris of 
pest _ over-stimulation, is hard _ to 
determine. Perhaps we are on_ rock 


bottom now, but the chances are that many 
weak concerns will yet go over the brink. 
There is no unusual stringéncy in the money 
market; and the fact is, these times are good 
enough for all but speculators. Instead of 
calling these hard times, they should be con- 
sidered sound and healthy and therefore good 
times. No one need starve this year, for 
bread will be plenty and cheap. The wheat 
crop of the country was a fair one, and the 
corn crop promises to be very large. This in- 
sures a sufliciency of all necessary supplies. 
The coming year will therefore be one no 
doubt of plenty and prudence. There will ve 
neither starvation prices nor suddenly ac- 
quired fortunes; and for the absence of these 
we should be thankful 

The size of the growing cotton crop 
is stilia matter of doubt. Instead of a crop 
of 7,100,000 bales it is thought the growing 
crop may not exceed 6,000,000 bales. But the 
growing crop may, nevertheless, put as much 
money in the planters’ pockets as did the 
great crop of 1882-85. The stock of cotton 
clotbs 1s now only about one-half of the 
amount held one year ago. If 
the crop should prove to be less 
than 6,000,000 bales, the price of the raw ma- 
terial must be considerably advanced. If on 
the other hand the effect of the late rains is 
cariied to fruitage by a late fall, the crop will 
outrun the present estimates, and our farmers 
will have to accept inadequate prices. It 
should be kept in mind that while the stock 
| of manuiactured goods is less, the stock of 
' cotton is larger that it was a year ago.
